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•CHBKKY LEAF AND CHERRY FLAME. 

Harlem’s program was that of an “off day,” 
but the average crowd was out and the people 
seemed to bet as eagerly on the events carded 
as they would on races engaged in by better 
cattle. The system used at this racetrack 
whereby no one is advised as to horses going to 
the post until the “they’re off” bell sounds hav- 
ing been found agreeable to the public is a 
strong prop to the argument that race goers 
are much more speculative than formerly and 
care little whether or not they see the horses 
run. At the time of the first race four-fifths of 
the crowd was in the betting ring until the 
horses struck into the last eighth. The day was 
line and the track fast. 

The excellence of John Huffman as a trainer 
was never more apparent than when Tuila 
Fonso won the fifth race. Here she showed the 
ability to “go on” whereas at a shorter distance 
the very day before she had stopped at tbe 
finish. The betting did not show that a coup 
was effected, and the performance must be re- 
•legated to the list of inexplicable things kuown 
e turf. Tuila Fonso, off in front (carrying 
105 as against the 102 of Monday) was not head- 
ed, although run close on the end by Canace. 
Survivor was third ail the way. Starter 
Dwyer, having made ten excellent consecutive 
starts here, made a miscue, leaving Jolly Rog^r, 
the favorite, at tin post. The horse is a slow 
beginner, but rau fifth. Miss Marks was fourth. 
The latter had J. Reiff posted as her jockey and 
was backed at 5 to 1. Then Sweeney announce 1 
Stanhope ou Miss Marks, whose price was then 
raised to 8 to 1. In a few moments an agenc of 
the judge called : “Put J. Reiff on Miss Marks,” 
and her price again receded. It seems that Col 
Clark had reconsidered his action looking to 
keepiug in line with the pronunciamento that 
J. Reiff should only ride twice a day. 

B. J. Johnston, who formerly owned Tuila 
Blackburn, the dam of Tuila Fonso, said : “The 
filly is just like her dam, which was one of the 
greatest of gluttons for work. We used to work 
her at full speed one day and then she would 
run your eje out the next. Tuila Fonso’s race 
Monday just set her. They were oown on her 
‘hook, line and sinker’ then to boat Frank 
Bell. But she stopped and was even beaten by 
Miss Marks for the place. Today Huffman had 
a ten dollar bill on his filly straight and two 
dollars to show.” 

The betting on the first race was very light, 
Yo No Se being installed the favorite at 2 to 1. 
The lead was taken by Ramlet, and she was not 
headed until close home, although Bloss, who 
beat her with Miss Dooley, could have gone to 
the front at any time after leaving the last 
eighth post. Anna Held was close to Ramlet at 
the turn for home, and all at once, what was 
supposed to be this beauty, shot to the outside 
and carried over about ten horses with her. 
Mendacious made a showing in the homestretch, 
but La Josephine finished third, while Rosavan- 
nah was fairly well up. 

For the second race Cochise set the pace, 
Cherry Leaf and David Tenny close to him, up 
the back stretch, midway of which Caruero led 
P^Xarear divisiofi, Candelaria trailing. Swing* 
ing into the home stretch Cherry Leaf headed 
Cochise, and David Tenny at once set sail for 
the leader. Three sixteenths from home the 
favorite seemed to be beaten but at the final 
eighth David Tenny struggling along got to 
Cherry Leaf’s neck, he being near the inside 
fence. Cherry Leaf drew away under the whip 
and inside the last sixteenth “Skeets” pulled 
up the favorite who was beaten handily to the 
wire. Candelaria finished a fair third with 
Topmast fourth. A large crowd gathered 
a round the judges stand expecting Cherry Leaf 



to be disqualified, but Col. Clark placed the 
horses as they finished. This taken in connec- 
tion with the Treachery case of the day prev- 
ious has given the impression that the presid- 
ing judge will hereafter favor eastern ideas as 
to unintentional f juls and some persons assert 
that this system is the best. 

Hindoonet and Afamada had the third race to 
themselves, the former leading to the middle of 
the upper turn, apparently on sufferance, the 
latter tfien coming on and winning handily. 
Dousterswivel, whipped through the last eighth, 
just lasted long enough to beat Good Friend a 
head for the third money. The others not dan- 
gerous at auy stage. Opponent fell on the back 
stretch. Rose was his jockey, but so far was he 
from being injured that he was substituted for 
Seaton on Plantain in the fourth race. Livadia 
also fell without injury to her jockey, Ellis, he 
being up on Lady Callahan. 

To a good start in the next race Lady Calla- 
han dashed through next the rails knocking 
against Yuba Dam, who was then cut off and 
shoved back so that around the turn only Dare 
II. was behind him. Lady Callahan led for 
nearly five-eighths, then Buckvidere, from 
fourth position, moved up rapidly, and entering 
the straight he had everything safe and 
galloped the balance of the way, winning from 
Duuois, second, which horse landed the place 
money from Yuba Dam because the latter stag- 
gered in the final strides. Lady Callahan lasted 
well and finished close up. Dunois had 
evidently been ridden a waiting race. Plantain 
and Her Favor were second and third at the 
half, but died off before reaching seven-eighths. 

In the final evt>nt Hermoso made the pace for 
Abe Furst, who raa second for one-half mile 
Here Cherryfiame and Bishop Reed came up 
from the fourth and fifth positions and went to 
the front, the former winning with a great deal 
left fiom Bishop Reed. Hermoso stopped dead 
aLd was up at the sixteenth when Cherryfiame 
passed the judges. Count. Fonso came from the 
rear with a great burst of speed and got the 
third money away from Abe Furst. Lew Hop- 
per made his usual good showing in on the in- 
side rail, but when the crowd yelled, “Lew 
Hopper wins,” it was only an optical delusion. 
Reuben Rowett ran fast in the straight but 
swerved badly. 

John S. Campb3ll has reached Hawthorne 
from Montana with H. L. Frank’s string of 
twelve horses. The car arrived yesterday 
morning. 

Charles Hughes is in town and said: “I hope 
to be up with a good horse later. One must 
have a good one nowadays to win at Chicago ”
